WASHINGTON, Dec, 14—(Exctusive 
Dispatch.] The question of entering 
upon the construction of a vast sys- 
tem of reservoirs and canals, for the 
irrigation of the Sacramento Valley 
was discussed yesterday by Secretary 
Hitchcock, Director Walcott of the 
Geological Survey and W. A. Beard, 
secretary of Sacramento Valley De- 
velopment Association. Mr. Beard filed 
with Secretary Hitchcock a written 
statement of the situation as t De- 
velopment Association sees it, with an 
urgent request for immediate construc- 
tion of the system. Secretary Hitch- 
cock assured Secretary Beard that he 
would go over the subject carefully 
and give the Sacramento Valley an ab- 
solutely square deal. 

Ender appropriations by the Federal 
and State governments, the Reclama- 
tion Service and Geological Survey 
have carried on preliminary surveys, 
explorations, stream measurements, 
reservoir examinations and other 
work. ‘The entire western half of the 
valley has been topographically sur- 
veyed, and the eastern half is now be- 
ing surveyed. Desirable reservoir sites 


have been located, surveyed and plans 


for their construction completed. Prac- 
tically all the necessary preliminary 
work has been done, in fact, upon 
Which the Reclamation Service may 
base estimates for construction. 
Engineers in the field have reported 


that approximately 2,600,000 acres may 


be irrigated; that there is sufficient 
water in the Sacramento River to ir- 
rigate this land; that reservoirs may 
be built capable of supplying water 
during the dry season for irrigation and 
insuring the navigability of the Sac- 
ramento River at all seasons; and the 
cost of such work would be reasonable. 
These fundamental requisites ascer- 
tained, nothing remains but the dcci- 


Sion of Secretary Hitchcock as io the 


desirability of entering upon the work 
in the immediate future. 

Sacramento Valley people have in- 
vestigated the condition of the recla- 
mation fund, and they believe Secre- 
tary Hitchcock is amply justified in 
allotting the money required to build 
their system.

The first thing a 
man thinks of when he has to face 
any ordeal, be it a coronation or an 
execution, is, how am I going to look 
how am I to behave—what manner 
shall I assume—shall I appear calm and 
dignified—or happy and pleased—shall 
I wear a portentous frown or a beaming 
smile, how shall I walk—shall I take 
short steps or longe ones—shall I stoop 
as if bowed with care, or walk erect 
with courage and pride—shall I gaze 
fearlessly on all about me, or shall 1 
drop my eyes modestly to the ground? 
If man were not always acting he 
would not think of these things at all 
he would not bother his head about 
them, and he would walk to his corona- 
tion or his execution according to his 
nature. In the last event this would 
have to be, in some cases, on all fours. 

We are apt to say, “be natural:” as 
a matter of fact—is a man ever natur- 
al? Take for instance the brave sol- 
dier—is he natural? No. The bravest 
man is the man who, knowing danger, 
is afraid and yet faces the danger. He 
acts the part, in short, of a brave man. 
If he were entirely natural he would 
run away. Diogenes pretended to be 
absolutely natural. Yet he elected to 
dwell in a barrel where everybody 
came to look at him. It would have 
been more natural to live in an ord- 
nary comfortable house. But es 
in an ordinary house would not have 
been Diogenes. It is on the same prin- 
ciple that certain authors and actors 
and painters wear their hair long. or 
others elect to attend society functions 
in blue flannel shirts. To wear short 
hair or to be dressed like every-day 
human beings would not arrest atten- 
tion. The more you study mankind the 
more you discover that every man is 
playing a part. 

Take for instance two men at a club. 
The one has the reputation of being

Study the acting of others so that 
you may discover what part is being 
played by others. 

Mr. Thomas Lawson, if he had 
studied the art of acting, would have 
found his complaints concerning men’s 
dealings with him ridiculous. A fly 
ought to know a spider when he sees 
one in order to avold it, and if he 
knows the habits of a spider he mustn't 
walk into his parior, and then com- 
plain because the spider bites pieces 
out of him. If Mr. Lawson has deal- 
ings with an octopus—why should he 
express surprise that an octopus should 
act according to the nature of an oc- 
topus? If a man has the face of a 
hawk—ware hawk: if he has the face 
of a pig—ware pig; and if he has the 
head of a bulldog—cave canem. If 
a man is a leech, you must not, in 
your dealings with him, expect to find 
a philanthropist—that leech is going 
to have your blood; if he can get it—

the editor! Even an editor—and an 
editor is supposed to be able to stand 
almost anything—would become weary 
after a while; discipline would cease 
and your newspapers would be ill- 
served.

URE FOOD LEGISLATION. 
Senator Heyburn of Idaho has 
again introduced in the Senate a bil! 
for the prevention of adulterations in 
foods, drugs and liquors. So far as 
can be judged from brief telegraphic 
reports, Senator Heyburn’s bill seems 


haps more practical, than former 
measures of similar character that 
have been brought before Congress. 
but which have failed to pass the 
Senate, because of the “pull” which 
various interests have had with that 
once august body. 

Senator Heyburn's new bill declares 
that the national government bas 
jurisdiction over foods, drugs and 
liquors when they become articles, of 
interstate. or foreign commerce. It 
carries a strong penalty clause, pre- 


one year’s imprisonment for violations 
of the regulations which it imposes. 
Among other provisions, the proposed 
law makes it unlawful to sell or manu- 
facture, within the United States or its 
Insular possessions, “any article of 
food, drugs, medicine or liquors Which 
is adulterated or misbranded, or which 
contains any poison or deleterious sub- 
stances.” Foods, drugs and Uquors 


Whleh are not pure or are mis-. 


branded” may not be imported from 
any foreign country. | 

The measure clearly defines what, 
shall constitute misbranding and edul- | 
teration in the articles coming under 
its jurisdiction. In order that the 
purity of foods, drugs and liquors, both 
of foreign and domestic manufacture, 
may be accurately ascertained, juris- | 
diction is conferred upon the 
taries of the Treasury, Agriculture, | 
and Commerce and Labor, to pre- 
scribe uniform rules for the examina- 
tion of such articles by the Bureau ot 
Chemistry ot the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Whether Senator Heyburn's bill will 
meet the approval of the House, or 
whether the latter body will seek to 
substitute for it a bill of its own, re- 
mains to be seen. Heretofore the 
House has shown a disposition to 
enact such national pure-food legisia- 
tion as is essential to prevent adul- 
terations and to.punish those who re- 
sort to the practice. It has been the 
Senate which has stood across the path 
of progress in this.as in other mat- 
ters involving the public welfare. It 
is the general expectation that the 
Senate will repeat its old obstructive 
tactics at the present seasion, for the 

people, whether rightly or wrongly, 
have about come to the belief that lit- 
tle practical good can come out of the 
Senate under any circumstances. 

The necessity for national legisla- 
tion to secure pure foods, drugs, na- 
vors, and medicines, is admitted on 
all sides. That the Senate has pre- 
vented the enactment of such laws in | 
the past is a national disgrace. Only 
by national legislation can the evils of 
adulteration be cured, for no State can 
place a ban upon interstate commerce, 
and original packages are allowed to 
pass freely across State boundaries. 
Thus, while a State law may prohibit 
adulterations within the boundaries of 
the State in which the law was en- 
acted, there is no way to prevent the 
importation of adulterated articles 
from other States. 

One of the greatest of modern evils 
is the adulteration of articles designed 
to be taken into the stomach—and it. 
is well nigh universal, not only in the 
United States but in all manufacturing 
countries. It is time that severe re- 
pressive laws were enacted to prevent 
this colossa] abuse, and to punish with 
adequate severity the unscrupulous 
persons guilty of the practice. | 

Adulterated foods and drinks are 
responsible, without doubt, for a large 
proportion of the diseases which afflict 
humanity. The whisky trust and the 
drug trust, and the dozens of food 
trusts, should no longer be allowed to 
dominate the Senate of the Uhited 
States, to the serious and dangerous 
prejudice of the public health and the 
public. interest.. The people expect the 
enactment of an adequate pure-food 
law during the present session of Con- 
gress.

TIRRING UP TEAMSTERS. 

A new sign of January trouble 
has come to the surface. Los Angeles 
jawsmiths have evolved a scheme to 
organize the’ teamsters and wagon 
(drivers of this city. Delegates from 
Los Angeles to the State Federation of 
Labor, it is announced, “will de in- 
structed to request the assistance of 
the State ‘organizer to help in the 
work.” The federation is to meet in 
Oakland during the work ‘beginning 
January 1. 

To organize into a union is the law- 
ful right of thé teamsters, and of all 
other classes of workmen. It is, in 
fact, the right of any group of men | 
who are so minded to join their in- 
tereste in a union, an asapciation, a 
society, a corporation, a verein or 
any sort of an organization, for any 
lawful purpose. 

But there is another right which) 
must not be overlooked—the right not 
to organize; the right to remain per- 
sonally free and independent; the right 
to labor and to live without dictation 
from any man or from any set of men. 

The teamsters and wagon drivers 
of Los Angeles have before them the 
right to organize and the right not 
to organize. They may choose freely 
between these rights. Fortunately, 
they need not be coerced into one 
thoice or the other: Whichever way 
they see fit to decide, they will be 
protected in all their rights to the full 
extent of the law, so long as they do 
not violate the law. The people of Los | 
Angeles, the municipal government 
of Los Angeles, and the police power | 
of Los Angeles, will see to it that 
every man, unionist or non-unionist, | 
Jew or Gentile, Christian or pagan, is 
fully protected in his inalienable right | 
to live safely and to labor freely.
